oils differing slightly In their specific 
gravity, and when this mixture Is al- 
lowed to evaporate slowly a greater 
proportion of the light ells is taken up 
by the atmosphere, and thus what is 
left becomes heavier and heavier, and 
as the specific gravity increasea It 
makes starting harder.

Roughly, motors with 
a compression of over seventy pounda 
are general!^ considered to haTe high 
compression and engines with less than 
fifty-five pounds low compression Yet 
the terms, are purely relative and have 
no exact meaning A low compression 
motor will run slower and more smooth- 
ly at slow speed than a high compres- 
sion one It i« not BO likely to knock 
when the cylinders are carbonized, nor 
will It overheat so readily The pres-
